Washington, March 29.—(Special.)—Mr. 
and Mrs. Cleveland, with Ruth; Esther and 
three nurses, will, next week, move into the 
country. 

' The white house will be closed excepting 
that part which is used for the executive 
offices. Mr. Cleveland will have little use 
for his place of business in the city, how- 
ever, as he intends to transact most of his 
official work at Woodley. 

Society folks had hoped that with the 
close of Lent that the wheels of gayety 
would once more be set going, But neither 
Mr. nor Mrs. Cleveland is sa disposed and, 
in fact, both are far from well. In spite of 
the president's jaunt he is pretty well fag- 
ged out and the recent complications have 
been wearing both on Secretary Gresham 
and himself. 

Mrs. Cleveland has shown herself so little 
and seems so averse to going anywhere 
that gossips’ tongues are again wagging 
and hopes and prophecies are indulged in 
freely around the firesides. 

Whatever concerns the mistress of the 
white house is interesting here as elsewhere, 
for she has lost none of the charms which 
so endeared her to Washington during Mr, 
Cleveland's former administration, With her 
little brood she will remain in Woodley for 
a month and then go to Buzzard’s Bay. 
The president will remain in Washington 
as long as his presence seems necessary, 
He will certainly not go until all foreign 
affairs are shipshape and in order. 

He intends to have each member of the 
eabinet visit him during the summer. Sec- 
retary Carlisle will probably be the first to 
take a holiday with the president, after 
which he will go to Kentucky. 

Secretary Gresham Has Aged. 

Just as soon as he is able Secretary Gres- 
ham will leave Washington for his farm im 
Indiana. If any one in the cabinet needs a 
rest it is Gresham. 

“The secretary of state is thoroughly worn 
out, mentally and physically. He has aged so 
perceptibly since he entered the cabinet 
that his family and friends are becoming 
alarmed at his condition, Gresham is an 
early riser and works late. Every afternoon 
his wife can be seen driving to the state de- 
partment about 6 o’clock for her husband. 
After a dash around the white lot, that is, 
the grounds in rear of the white house, 
they go to the Arlington hotel, where they 
spend the quietest kind of an evening. They 
have been severely criticised for not at- 
tending more to the social functions which 
usually appertain to the office of secretary 
of state. Besides having a positive distaste 
for society, Mr, Gresham is forced to forego 
this phase of his portfolio on account of his 
health. 

Where the Others Will Go. 

Secretary Herbert will spend the greater 
portion of the summer visiting the various 
fortifications and harbors in order that 
when any “unpleasantness”? might occur_he 
will not have to consult charts and musty 
diagrams for information as to our strong- 
holds. 

Secretary Lamont is going to his New

The even tenor of the transaction of 
business was disturbed by an unexpected 
incident. The question had come up of ac- 
cepting an invitation to the white house, 
the president having, through Private Sec. 
retary Thurber, signified that it would be 
his pleasure to receive the members of 
the conference, their Wives and daughters 
at 1 o'clock tomorrow afternoon. Rev. J. 
P. Hyde had made the announcement and 
the convention was on the point of voting 
to accept the invitation, when Rev. John 
W. Tongue rose and asked to be heard. He 
objected to going to the white house to 
pay their respects to the president. 

Although he expressed himself in very 
clear and strong words it did not appear 
that Mr. Tongue had anything personally 
against Mr. Cleveland, but he urged that 
it would be no disrespect to the president 
if the conference should refuse to go to 
See him. He reminded the audience that 
consistency was a jewel, and that when 
the conference met in Washington, in 1875 
during President Grant's administration, 
the only time before this that the con- 
ference had met here, by a deliberate vote 
they had refused to gO and pay their re- 
Spects to General Grant. 

Mr. Tongue paid an eloquent tribute “as 
& southern man to the soil and manner 
born, speaking to southern men,”’ to the 
character of General Grant, ‘“‘whose magna- 
nimity to our great captain, Robert E. 
Lee, will ever hold his name bright and 
dear to the south.” But if the conference 
would not go to see General Grant, why 
Should it go to see Mr. Cleveland? It 
might be said circumstances altered cases, 
but they never altered principles. If the 
conference was so careful not to seem to 
0 into politics, in 1875, why should it now 
be so quick to depart from its chosen 
path?

FRED DOUGLASS’S WILL. 


The Document Filed in Washington 
Yesterday. 


Washington, March 29.—The will of the 
late Frederick Douglass was filed with the 
register of wills today in answer to the 
petition filed ‘last Tuesday by Rosetta 
Sprague, daughter of the deceased, to re- 
quire the widow and Lewin H, Douglass, 
one of the sons, to disclose the extent of the 
estate. The will is & brief document of two 
typewritten pages and is dated August 20, 
1886. To his wife he leaves the estate situ- 
ated near this city, with all of its furnish- 
ings, and also bequeaths her his writings, 
books, pictures, paintings, horses, carriages, 
etc, Ten thousand doilars in United States 
bonds and $10,000 in money is given to his 
daughter, Rosetta Sprague, and to his 
sons, Lewin, Frederick and Charles Dou- 
glass, the remainder of his property, each 
to receive an equal share, which, says the 
will will amount to about $15,000 each. The 
will bears the signatures of but two wit- 
nesses and the laws of the district require 
three. The validity of the will is not likely 
to be questioned.

Japan Declares an Armistice Until Li 
Hong Chang Is Able 


TQ CONTINUE HIS PEACE NEGOTIATIONS 


Count Ito Captures Several of the 
Chinese Forts. 


A THOUSAND PIGTAILS 


CAPTURED 


Li Hung Chang Improving—Gis Physicians 
Report That He Is Getting Along 
Firely—Reports of Battles, 


Washingtom, March 29.—The following 
telegram was this afternoon received by 
the Japanese legation from fhe Japanese 
foreign office: , 

“On thé opening of the negotiations, the 
Chinese plenipotentiary proposed an armis- 
tice, which the Japanese government was 
willing to accept on certain conditions. 
While this negotiation was going on, the 
untoward event happened on the person 
of the Chinese plenipotentiary, His majes- 
ty, the emperor, having in view this un- 
happy occurrence, commanded the Japanese 
plenipotentiaries to consent to a temporary 
armistice without condition. This was 
communicated to the Chinese plenipoten- 
tiary.”’ 

Confirmation of the Armistice. 

London, March 29.—The Times says it is 
understood that official news of the armis- 
tice has been received in London. 

The Times has this dispatch from Shimon- 
oseki: 

“Li Hung Chang progresses admirably 
and the condition of his wound is satis- 
factory, Letters of ‘sympathy, presents 
and deputations continue to arrive from all 
classes of the Japanese community, The 
Japanese physician, Issuguro, who is at- 
tending Li, reports the favorable progress 
of his patient. The antiseptic treatment is 
fully effectual and there is no discharge 
from the wound. The pulse and tempera- 
ture are normal, and no further anxiety 
need be felt.”’ 

The Times is informed from Shanghai: 

“Admiral Ito bombarded the east forts 
of Pong-Hu, of Pescadores islands, on 
March 23d, A thousand troops were land- 
ed and attacked the Saime fort, which 
dominated the others. The Chinese evac- 
uated it during the night and the Japan- 
ese entered it at 6 o’clock the next morn- 
ing. They turned the guns on the other 
forts, but got no reply. One of the west- 
ern forts exploded before it was taken. 
A thousand Chinese were captured; the 
remainder were allowed to escape in junks. 
The Japanese lost one killed and twenty- 
Seven wounded, There are thirty-one 
Japanese vessels now at Formosa. The 
black flags are still insolent to foreigners 
in the south. 

“From Peking it is reported that Li 
Hung Chang’s assailant desired to avenge 
the execution of his brother in Tien-Tsen 
at the beginning of the war, The officials 
in Peking confer frequently. The pros- 
pects of a_ settlement are regarded as 
doubtful. Prince Kung is much worn and 
has taken five days leave of absence.”’ 


COUNT ITO’S ADVANCE, 


Chinese Forts Bombarded and Taken. 
Li Ching Ko to Be Attacked. 


London, March 29.—A dispatch to the Cen- 
tral News from Tokio says that, in a dis- 
patch dated at the Pescadores, March 24th, 
Admiral Ito reports as follows: 

“The squadron reached the rendezvous 
on March 20th. The Yoshimo and Naniwa 
examined the approaches to the islands, 
but storms delayed operations until March 
23d, when we bombarded the northwest 
forts. The Chinese used guns of fifteen 
centimeters, but our ships were not touch- 
ed. Today we landed a force of marines 
and some guns and captured the northern 
and eastern batteries, and the guns of the 
warships supporting the shore party. We 
are now proceeding to make an attack upon 
Makong, and tomorrow intend to attack 
Li Ching Ko. There were no casualties or 
accidents to ships or troops.” 


THOSE ARMENIAN OUTRAGES. 


A Deputation Appeals to Earl Kim- 
berly to Take Prompt Action. 

London, March, 29.—A ‘deputation of the 
Anglo-Armenian Association called upon 
Earl Kimberly, at the foreign office, today 
and urged that action be taken by the gov- 
ernment dealing thoroughly with the matter 
of the Armenian outrages and expressed the 
hope that such action would not be put off 
longer by Turkish promises and delays. 
Lord Kimberly expressed the deepest sym- 
pathy with the cause advocated by the 
deputation, but said he would not employ 
stronger language because of his official 
position. The real object of the government 
in connection with the matter, he said, 
was to make secure the lives, honor and 
property of the Armenians. 

Sir Philip Currie, British ambassador to 
Turkey, said he had been informed that 
his diplomatic colleagues in Constantinople 
were in favor of reform in regard to the 
publication of consular reports. Such pubii- 
cations would not further the object desired 
as diplomatic negotiations were now pro- 
ceeding. The government, his lordship in- 
formed the deputation, would give every 
attention to reforms which should be en- 
forced in Armenia and which he believed 
would be also for the interest of the sultan.

London, March 29.—8 co ndents 
in Paris comment upon “frrftation and 
disappointment caused thére by the empe- 
ror’s speech to Bismarck, which, they say, 
tends to dash the hopes of more amicable 
relations, such as were expected after the 
imperial dispatches following the deaths 
of Carnot and Canrobert and invitations to 
the Berlin art exhibition and the cer- 
emony at the opening of the Baltic and 
North sea canal. 

London newspapers pass similar com- 
ments on the speech. The Standard says:

Meanwhile the Bismarck 
furor continues increasing throughout Ger- 
many, and anybody holding aloof is regard- 
ed as an enemy of the empire.”

' BURNED TO A CRISP. 


Her Loved Ones. 

Northport, L. I., March 29.—A fatal fire 
occurred in this place at 2 o’clock this 
morning. The fire started in the residence 
of Israel Higbee, a wealthy farmer. He 
lived in the house with his daughter, Mrs. 
William Reeves, and her fourteen-year-old 
daughter, Hattie. Mrs. Reeves was 
awakened by the smell of smoké and went 
down stairs to find out what was the mat- 
ter. She saw the building was on fire 
and ran across the street to a neighbor 
for help. Then realizing that her mother. 
father and child were in the burning 
building, she ran back to arouse them. 
She first went to the bedroom where her 
mother and father were asleep and suc- 
ceeded in getting them from the burning 
building. Then she found that her daugh- 
ter, Hattie, was not yet out of the build- 
ing. She dashed back into the burning 
house to save her daughter. That was 
the last that was seen of her until their 
charred remains were found after the fire 
was extinguished. The fire is believed to 
have been caused by a defective flue. 


NO ONE TO SAVE HER. 


A Young Woman’s Dress Caught Fire 
and Death Ensued.

He has been promi- 
nent in church and social matters and no 
one ever suspected that there was a dark 
secret in his life. 

He came here ten years ago and began 
business as a contractor. He prospered in 
business and in a year after his arrival 
married the daughter of a prominent citi- 
zen. 

Yesterday a lady and a girl about four- 
teen years old arrived here and asked E. 
C. Horne as to Chanry’s whereabouts. At 
the time Chanry was superintending the 
erection of a house for Horne. Horne told 
the lady this. They then said that they 
were Chanry’s wife and daughter, whom 
he had deserted in Georgia years ago. 

Mr. Horne told them that there must be 
a mistake as Chanry had a wife and sev- 
eral children. The lady said there was no 
mistake and that she was Chanry’s only 
lawful wife. 

They then proceeded to where Chanry 
was and the lady claimed him as her hus- 
band. Chanry was overcome and made 
no answer to the charge. The ladies fol- 
lowed him to his home, where a most pain- 
ful scene ensued. 

When Mrs. Chanry No. 2 was told of the 
situation she refused to believe it at first. 
It is understood that Chanry says he did 
not intend to desert his family when he 
left Georgia, but that after he met the 
lady who became his second wife he for- 
got his duty to the family in Georgia. 

No steps looking to prosecution have 
been taken by either of the wives. 


CREATED CONSTERNATION IN COURT 


A Negro Saloon Keeper Attacked an 
Officer, but Was Knocked Out. 

Jacksonville, Fla., March 29.—(Special.)— 
With murder in his eye and a heavy metal- 
headed cane lifted aloft, George Jones rush- 
ed upon Officer Jonas during the proceed- 
ings in the municipal court this morning. 

Officer Jonas ran into his assailant and 
struck him three heavy blows upon the 
head with the butt of his pistol, The man 
fell like a beef, bleeding from his wounds. 
Every officer in the room, when Jones rush- 
ed at Jonas, drew a pistol, but the officer 
needed no aid. 

Jones was taken to a cell in the city 
prison and a physician dressed his wounds, 
which are serious ones. 

Jones is a burly negro saloon keeper, and 
his wife was on trial on a charge of carry- 
ing concealed weapons, brought by Officer 
Jones. When the latter was giving his tes- 
timony, Jones became angered, and made 
the assault. He had previously threatened 
the officer’s life. He will be tried on three 
charges in the criminal court. His wife 
was given a light fine. 


A DRUNKARD’S FREAK |, 


Causes a Tragedy—A Policeman Kill- 
ed Taking Part in a Family Row. 
Ottumwa, Ia., March 29.—Fred Pietzmeier, 

a coal miner, yesterday while under the in- 
fluence of liquor, attempted to compel his 
thirteen-year-old daughter to drink beer. 
A murderous fight with his wife was in 
progress when Officer Graves arrived upon 
the scene. Pietzmeier, opening the* door, 
deliberately shot the officer through the 
heart. When the patrol wagon arrived with 
reinforcements a pitched battle ensued, Mrs. 
Pietzmeier and her son, aged seventeen, 
fighting the officers with chairs to keep the 
husband from arrest, Pietzmeier attempted 
to shoot the chief of police but was thwart- 
ed by Officer Johnson, who, in turn, narrow- 
ly escaped being shot in the abdomen. 

To guard against lynching Pietzmeier 
was spirited away to Fort Madison and is 
safely locked in the penitentiary to await 
his trial. The dead officer was connected 
with some of the oldest and best families 


in the city. 


SWINDLING THE CHINESE, 


Officials Catch Up with a Bad Gang in 
San Francisco. 


San Francisco, March 29.—United States 
officials have run down a gang that has 
been issuing \forged certificates to the 
Chinese. The persons arrested are H. L. 
Foss, freight clerk on the ocean steam- 
ship docks; James H. Sullivan, ex-deputy 
county clerk; Max Katzauxen, of Oregon; 
F. N. Ciprico, a well-known smuggler, and 
L. Greenwald, of the Emerald smuggling 
ring. A number of forged certificates were 
found upon the prisoners. The officials state 
that this is the biggest gang of counter- 
feiters in California since the days of the 
Boyd-Ciprico gang. The men made des- 
perate resistance, but wgre eventually over- 
powered. 


FOUND DEAD ON HIS PORCH. 


Mysterious Murder of a Prominent 
Kentuckian. 

Lexington, Ky., March 29.—Andrew J. 
Campbell, secretary of the Chamber of 
Commerce, one of the most prominent in- 
surance men in central Kentucky, was 
found dead this morning on his back porch. 
A pistol was found near him with two 
chambers empty. The dead man had becn 
shot just above the mouth on the right side 
of his face, the bullet passing through the 
skull immediately behind the right ear. 
The entire police force is at work on the 
case but thus far has no clue to the as- 
sassin, Fayette county bloodhounds were 
taken to the scene of the tragedy, but they 
failed to find any scent. Mr. Campbell leaves 
four children—three daughters and one son. 


MURDER WILL OUT. 


The Cause of a Boy’s Death Just 
Brought to Light. 

Augusta, Ga., March 29.—A special to The

“A megro passing the house heard the 
cries of the boy, who was about eight years 
old, and on making inquiry as to the trouble 
the boy told him to come in and let him 
down; that Cody had tied him up with 
ropes. The negro outside tried to go to his 
rescue, but the doors and windows were 
securely fastened and he could not enter, 
The boy cried for help but no relief came. 
The negro outside went to the house where 
Cody was and told him he had better go 
and let the boy down. It was about an hour 
after this that Cody and the negro went tv 
the house where the boy was, and when 
they let him down they discovered that he 
was dead. 

“This happened on February 2ist, this 
year. The boy was buried and Cody remain- 
ed in the community until he was arrested 
yesterday. The negro who witnessed the 
whole transaction has just given it out. The 
matter is likely to lead to some very sensa- 
tional developments. Cody, in his statement, 
said that he did not intend to kill the boy, 
but simply tied him up to punish him for 
stealing, The court committed Cody to jail 
to await action by the grand jury at the 
August term of court.”

This Time It Is One Which May Fi- 
nally Locate His Identity. 

Chattanooga, Tenn,, March 29.—(Special.) 
Diamond Charley, who is in jail at Toron- 
to, Canada, will certainly be brought back 
to the United States, according to Assist- 
ant General Manager Leary, of the South- 
ern Express Company, who returned from 
Canada today. 

“Yes,” he said, “we are going to bring 
him back and turn him over to the Geor- 
gia authorities. He is wanted in Georgia 
for big diamond swindles several weeks 
ago. We believe the fellow’s real name is 
Abe Rothschild, whose parents live in Cin- 
cinnati and are rich,”’

Rothschild his long string of aliases will 
be Abe Rothschild, Henry Smythe, H, T, 
Jackson, R. L. Miller, used in Texas; J, C.

One of Them Fell Into the River 
and Was Drowned. 


THE OTHER WAS BADLY WOUNDED 


He Was Carried Away by the Gang or He 
W ould Have Been Hung—A Posse 
onthe Hunt. : 


Montgomery, Ala., March 29.—(Special.)—~ 
A special to The Mobile Register from 
Vicksburg, Miss., says: 

“Mr. King, the proprietor of a small trad- 
ing boat located at Carolina landing, was 
brought to this city today on the mail 
steamer Annie Laurie in a most pitiable 
condition, 

“He is suffering from numerous wounds 
in the face, neck and breast. His condition 
is such as to prevent his giving any par- 
ticulars as to how he received the wounds, 
but it is learned from passengers by that 
steamer that one night last week five 
hegro men went aboard of the trading 
boat of Mr. King and made some pretense 
of wishing to make some purchases. One 
of the party went out and a moment after 
fired at Mr. King with a Shotgun. The 
gun was loaded with large shot, many of 
which hit Mr. King in the face, completely 
blinding him. The greater portion of his 
teeth were shot out, and several shots hit 
the unfortunate man in the neck and 
breast. It is feared that he is blinded for- 
ever. 

“Mr. King’s wife, a brave little woman, 
had a pistol and returned the fire, killing 
one of the negroes, who fell from .the 
guards of the boat into the river, and if 
he was not killed the was drowned. Another 
of the negroes fell and was carried away 
by the other negroes. The negroes then 
fired thirty or forty shots at the boat from 
the river bank and ran away, when help 
came to the assistance of the woman and 
towed the boat across’ the river. 

“A number of parties are scouring the 
country, and it is stated will make quick 
work of the would-be murderers and rob- 
bers if they are caught.”

When the grand jury met some two weeks 
ago a committee called on the governor to 
have an official examination made of the 
office by the state examiner of his ac- 
counts, The request was complied with and 
the state examiner has been diligently at 
work and the absence of the judge during 
the time has been widely commented on. 

The grand jury adjourned over until April 
8th in orde? to give time for the examina- 
tion. Until the report is ‘made it will be 
impossible to ‘tell what amount is due the 
state and county. 

Judge Randolph left here on the night 
of the 15th and was seen in New Orleans 
on the morning of the 16th. It is believed 


that he has gone to Honduras or some

New York, March 29.—Bradstreet’s to- 
morrow will say: 

“General trade for the third week in 
succession continues to show evidence of 
improvement, In no other direction is this 
so plainly indicated as in the tendency of 
prices. A week ago encouragement had 
been obtained from a generally unexpected 
advance in cotton and wheat. Following 
their slight reaction, the week has wit- 
nessed a firm cotton market, further ime 
provement in wheat with a sympathetic 
influence in corn and oats, the 
effect of which is greatly empha- 
sized this week by advances in 
quotations, not only for coke, but pros- 
pectively for iron ore and for bessemer pig 


iron, for steel billets and actually for 
manufactured’ iron at western markets. 
Higher quotations for cut meats west are 
the outcome of restricted supplies of cat- 
tle, and this is behind the increased de. 
mand for shoes for fall delivery, as quota- 
tions for leather continue upward on the 
comparative scarcity of hides. 


“Firmness in cotton, with the late ad- : 


vance, has shown itself in higher quota- 
tions, not only for print cloths, but other 
varieties of cotton goods, some of them 
being %@%c higher than a fortnight ago. 
‘““A moderate improvement is announced 
from Memphis, Nashville, Birmingham, 
Atlanta and Augusta, dry goods, groceries, 
hardware and plantation supplies feeling 
the change most. At Chatcanooga and Sa- 
vannah the trade is quiet, but at Jackson- 
ville there has been a decrease in volume. 
The movement in dry goods at New Or- 
leans has felt some increased demand, but 
shipping interests continue disturbed, The 
season is backward at Galveston, with

“Signs of improvement are all the more

CARR CHARGED WITH LUNACY. 


That Is the Last Move in the Case of 

Alex Carr, Charged with Murder. 

Alex Carr, the slayer of Captain H. O. 
King, will be tried for lunacy before Ordi- 
nary Calhoun probably within ten days. 

Colonel Reuben Arnold, the attorney for 
Carr, went before Judge Calhoun yesterday 
and asked that a writ of lunacy issue and 
that his client be tried on that writ at an 
early date. 

The ordinary granted the petition of the 
attorney, but was unable to set a day for 
the trial until after next week on account 
of pressing court business to be transaced 
by him next week. 

The writ of lunacy was sworn out by 
John Carr, a brother of Alex Carr, who was 


recently released from jail, where he was: 


held for several months charged with com- 
plicity in the same crime, who alleges that 
his brother is not of sound mind and that 
he is a hopeless lunatic. 

After hearing the petition of Colonel Ar- 
nold the ordinary stated that he would 
summons a jury and try the case as soon 
as possibile. 

Alex Carr was convicted several months 
ago for the murder of Captain King and 
was sentenced to be hanged for that crime. 
A motion made by his attorneys some time 
ago for a new trial was denied and the only 
hope of saving the condemned man’s life 
now lies in the termination of the trial for 
lunacy. 

Carr has frequently been pronounced in- 
Sane by physicians and visitors and in- 
mates of the jail, and there are many who 
think he is absolutely irresponsible for 
his acts. ' 

Since his long incarceration in jail he ap- 
pears to have steadily declined in health 
until it is said that he now has no concep- 
tion of what transpires around him, not 


even recognizing his intimate friends and 
relatives,

WHO GOT THE MONRY? 


An Interesting Law Suit Is on in the 
Central City. 


IT REQUIRES A SPECIAL JURY 


The Funeral of County Commissioner Mo- 
Golrick Occurred Yesterday. 
Other News from Macon. 


Macon, Ga., “March 29.—(Special.)—The 
case of Seth Hill against Annie Phillips, a 
colored woman of Bibb county, was set 
for trial in the city court this morning, but 
owing to an unexpected turn in the case 
the hearing was postponed until the June 
term of the court. 

Plaintiff contends that she gave him a 
note for a loan of $500 on her property, 
and as additional security also gave a deed 
to the property. 


When the case came on for trial this | 


morning Estes & Jones, attorneys for de- 
fendant, claimed that the deed was a 
forgery. Under the law this allegation 
made a special issue which has to be 
tried by a special jury, and as all jurors 
for this term of court had been discharged 
except the jury which had been impaneled 
to try the other branch of the case, the 
trial had to be adjourned until the next 
term. 

The contention of the defense is that 
Annie Phillips engaged Arthur Hooper, a 
well-known Macon negro, who is now a 
fugitive from justice, to make application 
for a loan for her of $500. She signed the 
application, but she says she never heard 
anything more of the loan, and never re- 
ceived a cent of the $500. She claims that 
Hooper got some other negro woman to 
personate her, and Hooper and this un- 
known woman received the money. She 
further claims that the deed given to her 
property was not signed by her, and that 
the deed as well as the note purported to 
be signed by her, are forgeries. 

The question of identity, of course, comes 
up in the case. Is the defendant, Annie 
Phillips, the woman to whom Mr. L. J. 
Anderson delivered the money? 

The plaintiff contends that Annie Phil- 
lips and Athur Hooper concocted a scheme 
to defraud plaintiff of the loan. ,

ave Been Bought by One of the Most 
Successfal Glass Workmen, 


AND WILL BE STARTED UP SHORTLY 


A Maker of Lamp Chimneys, Lamp Sbades 
and All Kinds of Glassware Has De- 
cided to Locate in Atlanta. 


The Atlanta glass works furnaces will be 
running again within the next sixty, pOS- 
sibly within the next thirty days. 

And within thirty days after the fires have 
been started and the glass blowers have 
gone to work lamp chimneys bearing the 
trademark of Atlanta, fancy lamp shades 
marked the same way and tumblers and 
glasses, both plain and artistic, will be 
floating around the country to show that 
Atlanta can compete with the world in the 
production of that class of goods. 

The plant, which has been idle now some 
time, has been examined by one of the most 
industrious and thoroughly equipped glass 
workers of the east, and within a short 
time he will have between 150 and 2 
hands at work with every hope that the 
force will be more than doubled within six 
months after the first day’s work. 

For years one of the most successful glass 
manufacturers of the east has been Mr, 
Francis Storm. Mr, Storm is a German by 
descent, and by trade one of the most pol- 
ished and finished workers of glass, while 
by occupation he is now and has been for 
years one of the most prominent manufac- 
turers of glass wares of all kinds, having 
gone from the polished and finished worker 
to the manufacturing work by saving and 
knowing what he was doing. It was in the 
best shops in the country that he learned his 
trade, and after mastering it thoroughly 
he began operating a factory for himself. 
He was once located at Philadelphia with a 
brother and later moved to Brooklyn, where 
he started a new manufactory, his brother 
remaining in Philadelphia. The class of Mr, 
Storm’s ‘work was so high that he quickly 
built up another large trade and that place 
is now being most successfully and remun- 
eratively worked. 

For some time past Mr. Storm has been 
contemplating a location in the south, 
thinking only of locating a new plant. By 
some means he learned that Atlanta had 
once had a glass plant and came here to 
look into it, He found the plant idle, and 
after making a thorough investigation of 
the lands, buildings and equipments, decided 
to buy, He yesterday closed the trade and 
this morning the old Atlanta glass works 
are in the hands of Mr. Storm, who is now 
forming his company to get to work. Mr. 
Storm is a genial, pleasant gentleman of 
habits so quiet that no one hardly knew 
that he was in the city until he had closed 
his trade for the property and then an- 
nounced that he intended to light the fires 
in the furnaces once more and give the Gate 
City of the south another industry 
employing people and producing a factor 
figuring prominently in commerce. 

“You see,” said Mr. Storm yesterday, 
speaking of the purchase, “‘that I had no 
idea that the people of Atlanta took such a 
prominent interest in the development of 
matters of this kind or I might have made 
it known, I came here in search of some- 
thing of the kind, but had no idea that 
there was such a bonanza hidden in tse 
hills of Georgia as I have found. I am now 
quietly at work forming my business asso- 
ciations and as soon as they are completed 
I shall start up. I have been talking to 
some of the leading business men of the city 
and I find them all ripe to encourage me 
in the enterprise. I shall complete all my 
arrangements within the next few days 
and then I will leave for the east to equip 
the deficient parts of the plant.” 

“I can’t for the life of me see why the 
works ever stopped, There are no works 
this side of Pittsburg except the works that 
makes Dottles across the river from Cincin- 
nati, in Kentucky. The freight on glass 
work from Pittsburg to Atlanta or to any 
point in the south is more than any profit 
on the goods here ought to be. I tell you 
that I can take that place, start in and 
within the first three months pay over 25 
per cent on the investment. It is simply 
astonishing that some good glass man has 
not found out before what a good thing 
there is in it here. 

“I'll make bottles, but the bottles will 
be a side issue. I shall turn my attention 
to the manufacture of lamp chimneys, lamp 
shades, tumblers and all the grades of 
fancy glassware. There is every chance in 
the world for the works here to supply a’ 
the demands of the entire south, to reach 
into Ohio, to go through Virginia, into 
Tennessee and maybe put our goods right 
down in Pittsburg itself, where the zglass- 
blower of America calls himself at home. 
If the people right here in Atlanta will 
give me the proper support I'll put my 
glassware where the glassware of Pitts- 
burg is now being sold and will do it in a 
way that Atlanta will reap a great benefit 
by it. I will do engraved or plain bottles 
for druggists or for any other line, make 
retorts or receivers, alembics, connections, 
siphons, glass tubes, funnels, percolators, 
graduated measuring glasses, mortars and 
pesties; in fact, I will make anything 
that can be made in a glass factory.” 

Mr. Storm is highly pleased with Atlanta 
and says that he will bring with him quite 
a number of trained workmen and that 
within a year that section of the city 
around the glass works will not be recog- 
nized by the observer of today.

A New Civic Force. 

At the present time there is a grow- 
ing interest all over the world in the 
problems of municipal government. A 
recent work by Albert Shaw, the ac- 
complished editor of The Review of Re- 
views, has attracted the attention of the 
advocates of municipal reform on both 
sides of the water, and some of the lead- 
ing thinkers of the age are interesting 
themselves in the subject. 

The preachers, too, are taking a hand 
in the discussion, and the volume of ser- 
mons entitled “Civie Christianity,” just 
published by Thomas Whittaker, of New 
York, is a timely book that will be glad- 
ly welcomed. Its author is the Rev. Wil- 
liam Prall, rector of St. John’s church, 
of Detroit, the fifth largest Episcopal 
church in the United States. Dr. Prall’s 
sermons relate to the social and political 
issues of the time, and emphasize the 
importance of Christian methods in ad- 
ministering the affairs of our municipal 
governments, 

With this new force or influence as 
an active factor, it is to be hoped that 
there will be a change for the better in 
the government of our large cities. The 
outcome will probably take the shape of 
better Sunday laws, the restriction of 
the liquor traffic, the care of the poor, 
and the enforcement of the ordinances 
relating to sanitation, disorderly houses 
and various other. matiers. The elimina- 
tion of polities is another thing that will 
be attempted, so that the municipal law 
makers and their subordinates will feel 
that they are responsible to the people 
rather than to a political party. Civic 
Christianity cannot come too soon,

The death of Robert Louis Stevenson 
has caused the lovers of fiction to real- 
ize the fact that the writers who pro- 
duce the most notable stories of the 
day nearly all belong to the new genera- 
tion. 

Stevenson, of course, left no successor 
to fill his place, but some of his surviv- 
ing contemporaries have won or are 
Winning places in the front rank of the 
world’s great story tellers. If we group 
together the names of a few popular 
writers of the new school whose stories 
appear from time to time in The Consti- 
tution it will be seen that the readers of 
fiction are not likely to go begging for 
romances, novels and _s stories. Joel 
Chandler Harris, for instance, seems to 
have struck an entirely new vein re- 
cently, and it is not too much to say 
that he will probably do the best work 
of his life from now on through the next 
few years. J. M. Barrie, S. R. Crockett 
and Ian Maclaren are a delightful trio 
of brilliant Scotchmen, and so long as 
they continue to write such books as 
“The Little Minister,” “The Raiders” 
and “Beside the Bonnie Brier Bush” 
they will have a host of readers. Rud- 
yard Kipling, it goes without saying, 
will hold his own with the most gifted 
of his competitors, and as a writer of 
stirring romance Stanley J. Weyman has 
no superior. Anthony Hope, A. Conan 
Doyle, A. T. Quiller Couch, Hall Caine, 
Israel Zangwill and Lloyd Osborne have 
leaped into popularity during the past 
few years, and we are justified in ex- 
pecting still better things from them. 
There is no danger of any sudden fall- 
ing off in the supply of first-class fiction 
for sometime to come, while we have 
such story tellers to entertain us, and 
as their latest and brightest work will 
appear in The Constitution, through ar- 
rangement with Mr. 8. S. McClure, our 
readers may confidently look forward to 
a literary feast all the year round. If

Lightning in Cities and Towns. 
People who have heretofore been un- 
der the impression that telephone wires 
in cities and towns increased the danger 
of lightning strokes should feel relieved 
when they learn that electrical experts 
hold a contrary opinion. 

It is true that an increase of conduct- 
ing material increases the attraction, 
but it is not true that it increases the 
danger. In point of fact, it decreases 
the danger, because when the surface 
over which electricity spreads is ex- 
panded the fluid is carried all the more 
readily and quietly to the earth. When 
a metal roof is struck by lightning the 
stroke rarely has any force. 

In cities and towns there is really less 
danger from lightning than in the coun- 
try, and this is due to the general use 
of iron, steel and other metals in city 
buildings. Tall buildings naturally at- 
tract lightning, and they are often 
struck, but the metal in them dissipates 
the force of the fluid and earries it 
harmiléssly to the earth. The German 
official reports from 900 cities show that 
the danger of lightning strokes is four

SOME CHANGES MADE IN RANK 


The Police Force Practically the Same as 
It Has Been for Two Yearse—How 
Harmony Was Wrought Out.

The strife is over. Peace has been declar- 
ed. The police commissioners have buried 
the hatchet deep by a comprumise sudden 
and unexpected. 

It was effected yesterday at 1 o'clock 
and before dark the permanent chairman 
had been elected unanimously, the chief 
of police and all officers and men on the 
police force chosen. 

It was the quietest, quickest and most 
harmonious election known in years. Very 
little change was made in the head and

rank and file of the department. Among 
the captains there was a surprising change 
and two of the best known officers in the 
department were dropped to sergeants’ 
places. 

Fewer changes were made among the 
patrolmen than have ever been made at an 
election before. Only four patrclmen were 
drcpped. Not an outsider was elected to a 
place on the force, save as a supernumera- 
ry. While some material changes were 
made in the rank of officers, the same men 
wll make up the police force for the next 
two years that made it up during the 
two years just past. All promotions were 
made from the ranks of the department. 

The injunction which was to have been 
heard this morning has been declared off 
and there will be discord no longer. 

Barly yesterday morning there was re- 
newed activity on the part of the friends 


of both factions to bring them together, 
The solution occurred to Commissioner 


Branan and he started out with the in- 
tention of carrying it through. He had, 
during the fiery conflicts of the week, ar- 
dently advocated the cause of Captain En- 
@ish. For the sake of harmony, however, 
he was willing to let the other side have 
the permanent chairmanship if the old 
officers of the police foree were allowed to 
remain. This, in the main, was what his 
side had been contending for. 

Mr. Branan does business in the place 
adjacent to Mr, George E. Johnson, and 
he did not stop to put on his hat as he 
stepped outside and walked briskly into 
the office of the future chairman. 

Mr. Johnson All Right. 

Commissioner Johnson was busy writing, 
but he placed his pen aside and glanced up 
inquisitively. 

“I’ve got a proposition I want to make 
to you, George,” said Mr, Branan, speak- 
ing rapidly. 

“All right; out with it,’’ replied the com- 
missioner expectantly. 

“Suppose, then, that we make you chair- 
man of the board and that your side agree 
to let the present officers of the police 
force, Chief Connolly and the rest, remain. 
How’s that?” asked Mr. Branan testingly, 

It was all right to Mr. Johnson. He wish- 
ed to mend matters and wished to do any- 
thing to effect a compromise, So the two 
men talked the plan over and decided to 
agitate the plan among the other commis- 
sioners. 

Mr. Venable Was Willing. 

The plan was made known to Mr. Vena- 
ble, who was on his way from a meeting 
of the committee to consider the bids. 

He took to it at once and said he would 
see Captain English and try to induce him 
to agree to ft. 

Captain English was in his office. The 
plan for the compromise was not new to 
him as he had heard it proposed from some 
direction several days before, but had re- 
jected it immediately. 

He did not intend, however, to stand in 


j the way of the agreement when the rest 


of the commissioners were in favor of it. 
So he consented and the result of the 
meeting which was afterwards called for 
the afternoon was practically settled. 

In the meantime Captain Brotherton had 
been communicated with and gave his 
consent. The mayor, too, was seen. Mr. 
Johnson had, since the attempt at reor- 
ganization, been their candidate for chair- 
nan, They had stood by him determinodly 
and at one session voted without change 
of ballot for him 667 times. The proposi- 
tion to make him presiding officer met with 
their approval and they were willing to 
consent to the old force remaining provided 
that their chairman should be selected. 

So the compromise was crystallized. The

severest complication in municipal affairs 
in the history of Atlanta was at an end and 
there was prospect for thorough harmony 
thereafter among the commissioners. 

The Meeting Called. 

In view of the agreement it was thought 
best not to allow the affair of the board 
and the council to be taken to court. The 
hearing of the injynction against the mayor 
to prevent him from presiding as tempora- 
ry chairman under the ordinance from the 
city council was to be heard today. 

The commissioners came to the conclu- 
sion that it was best for this not to be 
heard and in order to cut it off, a session 
of the board at once was necessary. The 
regular meeting had been set for Saturday 
afternoon at 3:30 after the hearing of the 
injunction. 

The commissioners decided to rush the 
slate through immediately and by Captain 
English, temporary chairman, a _ session 
was called for 4 o’clock. 

Quick Work It Was. 

The work the board had mapped out was 
rushec through quickly. Mr. Johnson was 
made chairman in a jiffy. Mr. Brotherton 
was chosen vice chairman with Mr. Bran- 
an secretary. Then followed the election 
of the force, Chief Connolly was elected, 
and at the same time Chief Wright was 
voted fer by all the members. 

Sergeant Henry Jenning was prcmoted to 
a captaincy and likewise Staticn House 
Keeper Joiner, who had been an active can- 
didate for chief. Captain W. P. Manly 
was re-elected, while John Thompson and 
A. J. Moss were reduced to sergeants. Pa- 
trolman Bob Brazelton was made station 
house keeper and Patrolman Ball was put 
to a sergeant’s place. Nine patrolmen 
were dropped and the rest of the force re- 
elected. 

The Board in Session. 

That the commissioners came together 
for a purpose prearranged coutd be told 
from the way they came to police head- 
quarters. The meetings during the wrangle 
have brought them to the scene of strife in 
bunches, but yesterday afternoon they came 
in single file, and took their chairs without 
consultation. 

Captain English came in first with Coun- 
cilman Camp, and then followed in order 
Commissioners Branan, Brotherton, Ven- 
able and Johnson. 

Called to Order by English. 

The board was called to order by Captain 
English from his accustomed seat at the 
head of the table. The reading of the 
minutes was disposed of, and it was an- 
nounced by Captain English that the first 
thing in order would be the election of a 
permanent chairman. 

There were no nominations for this office. 
Under the terms of the agreement, the 
members of the board knew that it was 
unnecessary, and Mr. Branan, as secretary, 
began the calling of the roll. 

Five for Johnson. 

Mr. Venable’s name was first called. 

“T vote for Johnson,” he said in a de- 
termined way. 

Mr. Johnson’s name was called, and he 
put in his vote for Captain English. 

‘“I’d rather for you not to do that,” said 
Captain English, with a deprecating wave 
of his hand. “I’m not in this race at all.” 

As their names were called Commission- 
ers Brotherton, King, English and Branan 
voted for Mr, Johnson. 

English Gives Up the Chair. 

When the vote was announced, Captain 
English got up from the big cushioned 
chair at the head of the table, where for 
years he has attended to the affairs before 
the board. He looked about the room, 
hesitated, and began to speak in a slow, 
deliberate way: 

“Mr. Johnson,” he said, “I tender to you 
this chair, usually occupied by the chair- 
man of the board of police commissioners, 
and, as far as I have knowledge, I turn 
over to you a force of good and true men—

men who know their duty, and, knowing, 
dare perform. 

“I hope, sir, that your term will be suc- 
cessful, and that its labors will not prove 
too arduous to you. 

“When the end of your term comes, I 
hope that you can look back on it with 
nothing to regret or be sorry for. 

“IT can say, without any spirit of boasting, 
that during the years of my service for 
Atlanta, I cannot call to mind one single 
thing that I regret or am sorry for. I can 


say that I have been without favorités or 
friends, I have never partiality, 
The man that I thought fhe most of was 
the one whe performed his duties the best. 
That was my basis of esteem. I have not 
the slightest doubt that you will do what 
you are called to in a satisfactory manner. 
I tender you this chair.’ 
The Chairman-Elect Thanks. 

Captain English stepped from his old 
Place and exchanged seats with Mr. John- 
son. The new chairman smiled. 

“If I should attempt,” he spoke, “‘to ex- 
Press to you my gratification in taking 
this chair, words would fail me, I want 
to say this, however, I would do myself a 
serious injustice to assume the entire re- 
sponsibility of this:department. I hope 
that you will, all of you, realize that there 
are no more responsibilities resting on my 
shoulders than on any of yours. The de- 
partment is in the hands of us all, and 
all must ’share the duties coming to the 
board. 

War on the Gamblers. 

“I have only a few words to add,” he 
went on, “I desire to arrest a report that 
has been circulated freely since the dis- 
cussion of the reorganization of this board 
has been going on. I have heard that it 
has been said that, if this board changed 
hands, or, rather, if a hew chairman was 
elected, that there would be a change in 
the policy towards gamblers. This is false. 

“I want to say, right here, and I want to 
declare this announcement, that bitter 
war will continue to be waged against 
this element. 

“I want to send word to all that class 
of people, both in the city and out of it 
that I will do all in my power to suppress 
the gamblers and they need not dare to 
come to Atlanta and open their doors.” 
There was slight applause as the chairman 
ceased. 

Mayor King to Captain English. 

The harmony in the board was of the 
most compact nature that far. There had 
not been a ripple of discontent in any 
direction nor had any objection been raised 
to the slightest feature. 

Mayor King, who had been busy , writ- 
ing, prepared a resolution which he read 
over. 

“I Know that the thanks of this board 
are due to Captain English for the valu- 
able service he has given the city and I 
desire to introduce the following:” 

Mayor King read the resolution: 

“Resolved, That the thanks of this board 
are hereby tendered to Hon, J. W. English 
for the faithful manner in which he has 
discharged the duties of chairman of this 
board for so many years and for the time 
he has given and the service he has rend- 
ered in bringing the police force of this 
city to its present high state of efficiency." 

This was adopted unanimously. 

Brotherton Chairman Pro Tem. 

The election of chairman pro tem. re- 
sulted in the election of Captain Brother- 
ton. He acknowledged his election by a 
bow and a smile. This action seemed a 
surprise to him. 

Mr. Branan, who for so long has been 
secretary of the board, was chosen to con-

tinue in that position, He was nominated 
by Captain English and the vote was taken 
viva voce. 

That Resolution of Mr. Venable. 

The resolution of Mr. Venable was the 
only, thing throughout the whole session 
over which the slightest difference was 
expressed. The objection, however, was 
very slight and scarcely noticeable. 

“I have a resolution here,’’ said Mr. 
Venable, holding the paper in his hand, 
‘“‘which I wish to have passed. It was not 
acted upon at the last meting,” 

A Ghost from the Past. 

The commissioners looked around. It 
was like a horrible memory, a ghost from 
the past, and as they gazed upon the blue 
sheet fluttering between the fingers of the 
speaker, it was hard to realize that only 
one or two days before it had caused the 
most exciting scene witnessed in the his- 
tory of Atlanta. 

As these scenes, so recently enacted, 
flashed before the commissioners, they 
smiled at the contrast between that time 
and the present state of blissful harmony. 
Mr. Venable stood there, his countenance 
wreathed with happy smiles, and the others 
looked equally as joyful. 

The Resolution as It Was Read. 

The resolution offered by Mr. Venable 
was read as follows: 

“Be it resolved, That it is the sense of 
this board that all who have performed 
their duties as officers and men in the 
police force of Altlanta be retained, and 
all promotions, if any, are to be made, 
and should be made, from the rank and 
file of the police force; it being the just 
and proper reward for services long and 


faithfully performed. 
“Be it further resolved, That should the 


regular list be short, that supernumeraries 
now on the list be advanced to regular 
service and that applicants approv by 
the board be placed on the supernumerary 
list and be advanced from time to time, as 


occasion may demand. 
“Be it resolved, That all officers 


shall be sworn to give evidence con. 
cerning the efficiency of the men under 
them before ‘the list is made for the 
year, and when deemed necessary on re- 
quest of any member of the board that 
the patrolmen and other police officers be 
allowed to give evidence as to officers and 


n 
Be it further resolved, That this board 
will use every effort to keep the force 
above the plane of politics and will promote 
only those who deserve the same by meri- 
torlous conduct and strict attention to 
duty.”’ 

This was the resolution introduced at 
the meeting when the first deadlock occur. 
red. It was this that precipitated the 
warm discussion and called forth the fol- 
lowing exciting scenes. 

Mr. Venable stated that he desired to add 
an amendment to the resolution as it or- 
iginally read. It had been suggested by 
Mr. Brotherton that in the 
the force the men, as well as the officers, 
be permitted to testify. It was a good 
idea and should be a general rule. 

This was the amendment proposed by Mr. 
Venable. 

A Slight Objection. | 


“*I don’t see,” said Captain Brotherton,

rising, “that there is any necessity for this 
resolution. I don’t know any man outside 
of the force that I want to put on, This 
resolution might hamper us some way in 
the transaction of business. I say that I 
don't know a man outside of the force that 
I want to be in the department, I would 
prefer that it be withdrawn and I ask Mr. 
Venable to do it.” 
The Object Explained. 

The object of the resolution was explain- 
ed by Captain English. 

“I think,” he said. “that Mr, Brotherton 
mistakes the purpose of this resolution. 
It is not meant simply to keep the men on 
the force who are here now. I take it 
to be a stimulus to show the men that 
when they properly discharge their duty 
they will be promoted. It is to let 
them know that it is the policy of this

board to promote and retain good and faith- 
ful men. These men must feel that they 
are not here simply for the pay they get. 
They must know that good service is ap- 
preciated. Do I understand the object of 
this resolution right, Mr. Venable?’ 

Mr. Venable said that the resolution had 
been properly explained, Mr. Brotherton 
then withdrew his objection and it was 
carried unanimously. 

Into Executive Session. 


Captain English then proposed that the 
board go into the election of the officers. 

“That is perfectly satisfactory,”’ said 
Mayor King. ‘So far as I am concerned, 
I think we are all pretty well posted,” 

Commissioner Branan said he thought the 
session of the board should be held in se- 
cret. 

“T am opposed to that,” said Chairman 
Johnson. “I think we can do it openly. 

But the other commissioners thought oth- 
erwise and he yielded the point. 

So the room was cleared, There was pro- 
nounced reluctance on the part of the news- 
paper men present, but the commissioners 
insisted and they finally vacated. The crowd 
that gathered on the outside was compar- 
atively small at first, as it was not generally 
known that the board was to meet. For the 
most part it was made up of patrolmen. 
Several councilmen and other city officials 
strayed in afterwards. 

In Closed Doors. 

As soon as the doors were locked the com- 
missioners began an animated discussion, 
The crowd waiting outside could see Cap- 
tain English advising and Captain Broth- 
erton putting in an emphatic gesture how 
and then. It was some time before the hat 
was passed around and the names of the 
chief and the assistant chief put in by the 
eommissioners. 

In the meantime Chief Connolly was wait- 
ing on the outside anxiously, Although the 
passage of the resolution introduced by 
Mr. Venable practically assured his elec- 
tion, still he was not satisfied. Chief Wright 
also remained in the office of Chief Connol- 
ly awaiting the announcement. The cap- 
tains and other officers had been sent for 
and were all there discussing the situation 
and comparing their chances for re-election. 

Connolly Takes the Oath. 

When Mr. Venable opened the door and 
called out for Chief Connolly and Captain 
Wright to enter there was no longer any 
doubt concerning their election. Both 
walked in firmly and took their seats by 
Mayor King. 

Chairman Johnson informed them both of 
their re-election and asked Chief Connolly 
to stand up and take the oath. 

Chief Connolly repeated the oath after 
the chairmam. Chief Wright was then 
sworn. 

Thought There Was a Deadlock. 


It was a long time after the election of the 
chiefs before the door to the room opened 
again, The commissioners began to talk. 
Three captains were to be elected, A radical 
and unexpected change was to be made 
in this respect. The discussion waxed warm. 
Those waiting on the outside thought a 
deadlock was on and that there was no 
hope for other officers being chosen during 
the session. 

But on the inside the members of the 
board were busy checking off names on the 
roll of patrolmen and officers. 

At the ballot for senior captain, Captain 
W. P. Manly was elected unanimously, 
Captain Manly is one of the oldest officers 
in point of service on the force and his 
career has been conspicuous in many deeds 
of daring. He is a man of remarkable cool- 
ness and courage, so much so that his in- 
different manner under dangerous and excit- 
ing conditions is proverbial. 

One of the commissioners whispered that 
it was best to let those men go whose polit- 
ical tongues had wagged too much. At any 
rate this was the reason given by Captain 
English after the adjournment of the board 
during a short talk full of good advice to 
some of the defeated officers. 

Captain John Thompson and Captain A. 
J. Moss, both officers of long service, were 
defeated. eS 

Station House Keeper Joiner, one of the 
most reliable as well as most sensible men 
in the department, was voted a pair of 
captain’s chevrons ‘and Sergeant Henry Jen- 
nings, who is a second edition of Bismarck 
both in appearance and character, was 
named also. 

It Caused a Surprise. 

At this juncture Commissioner Venable 
was called from the room a few moments. 

He passed the crowd with a significant 
amile. 

Some of the more impatient gathered 
around him and asked the result of the long 
consultation. 

“We gave you two new captains, boys— 
Jennings and Joiner go in,” he said as he 
re-entered the room. 

The announcement caused a stir among 
the men. 

“What's the matter with Thompson and 
Moss?” some one yelled out. 

The question reréained unanswered until 
the door opened 2 few minutes later and 
one of the commié¢sioners whispered that 
they had been mace sergeants. There was 
a hurrying to and fro.

“A Texas Steer’ is a whirlwind of fun. 

For some reason or other not altogther 
clear, less has been heard of the “Steer” 
down this way than any of the other cre- 
ations of this brilliant writer for the stage, 
but the Hoyt trademark is so well estab- 
lished that an evening of fun was guaran- 
teed and in consequence a large audience 
was at the Grand to enjoy it. 

And enjoy it they did, from the first of 
the prologue until the last moment of the 
steering committee’s stay in Washington. 

The play is a broad satire on politics at 
the national capital.

The commissioners went through the 
list of privates in a hurry. Never before 
in the history of the board has the num- 
ber dropped been so small. All of the 
patrolmen now on duty were retained ex- 
cept nine. There were no special charges 
against these men, but they were thought 
to be unfit for duty and allowed to go. 
No new men were elected to the force and 
the names of the hordes of new applicants 
who came before the board just after the 
stormy scene of Tuesday were not con- 
sidered. 

In the matter of bids for summer uni- 
forms all of those presented to the board 
the other day were rejected. 

A Trying Occasion. 

When the commissioners adjourned the 
eager crowd of patrolmen who had re- 
mained to hear their fate pressed around 
svith inquiry as to whether they had been 
re-elected or not. 

Chief Connolly ordered them all in the 
recorder’s courtroom, where he agreed to 
read out to them the list of those who had 
been elected. 

Expectantly and impatiently they gather- 
ed there, each man waiting eagerly the 
calling of his name. 

There was a general rejoicing when they 
jearned that only a few of their fellow 
patrolmen had been dropped. 

One or two walked away with their 
heads down. There was nothing in the 
hurrahs of the men to make them glad. 
They had been defeated and must seek 
other work. 

What the Commissioners Say. 

The commissioners did not wait long 
after deciding on the force, but hurried 
interviews with all of them developea the 
fact that they had reduced the officers 
whose heads fell for the reason they 
thought them politicians. 

“You are good men,” said Captain Eng- 
lish, addressing one or two close to him, 
‘but you must learn to let politics alone. 
I'll tell you right here that a patrolman’s 
duty and politics are two things that do 
not mix, and those officers who have been 
cut down are those who have dipped their 
hand into political pots of various kinds. 
Let it alone, I'll advise every man who 
wants to succeed on the force.” 

They Take It Coolly. 

All of the officers who were defeated 
take it coolly. 

“I know it cannot be helped,’? said Cap- 
tain Moss, whose long years of service has 
been a series of duties well done, “and 
I'll have to accept it. I am prepared to 
take anything that the commissioners give 
me. For many years I have striven to do 
what came in my way, but they have seen 
fit to give me a lower office. I have no 
kick to make. I am satisfied.’’ 

“T shall remain on the force,” said Cap- 
tain Thompson. “I shall not go back to 
Campbell county, where my farm is, as 
some have intimated. I shall stay right 
here and serve the city, as I know it needs 
all the good men it can get in this exposi- 
tion year. I'll say one thing, this is a case 
of the office seeking the man. I am sure 
that I didn’t make an active race for a 
sergeant’s place.” 

The officers will all go on duty Monday 
morning. : 

Captain English on the Compromise. 

Captain English was seen immediately 
after the adjournment of the board and 
asked about the compromise. 

“I had heard this proposed some time 
ago,” he said, “‘but this morning all of the 
commissioners seemed intent on it and Mr, 
Venable approached me in the matter. On 
a proposition of like nature the other day 
I said that I would agree to no trade. After 
thinking over the matter for a long time, 
however, I thought that it was my duty if 
I could restore harmony.

THE RETIRING CHAIRMAN. 


Captain James W. English, the Man 
Who Made the Department. 
Captain James W. English, who handed 
the chairman’s gavel to Chairman George 
E. Johnson yesterday, has made a record 
as a public man that is known to nearly 
every citizen of Atlanta. In 1877 he began 
his public life by being elected one of the 
members of the city council. For two years 
he made one of the most energetic and 

clear-headed of the city fathers. 

He began by working for tr.e removal of 
the state capitol from Milledgeville to At- 
lanta. He donated $1,000 himself for this 


purpose, and raised the balance of the 
money necessary from the citizens of At- 
lanta. In 1881 he defeated H. I. Kimball 
for mayor in one of the hardest-fought 


| contests on record. 


Mr. Kimball was director general of the 
cotton exposition, and fully appreciated the 
honor attached to the mayor’s office during 
the time’ that the great fair was open. 
Captain English was the choice of the 
people, and was elected. During that time 
he began a relentless warfere against the 
gamblers in the city, and forced many of 
them to close their doors. 

When his term of office as mayor ex- 
pired,.-he was élecied a member of the 
board of police commissioners. His election 
was due to the fact that he had been so 
successful in putting a stop to gaming. As 
soon as he became a member of the board 
he began his fight against the gamblers 
where he had left Off as mayor, and since 
then he has never for an instant stopped. 

Every day -:‘..ce his election he has given 
his personal attention to every detail in 
the police department. When good judg- 
ment and fearless action was needed, Cap- 
tain English has always been found equal 
to the emergency. 

Several years ago he began hard work 
for the building of the present magnificent 
police station. The building then used as 
headquarters, on Pryor street, was too 
small, and badly ventilated. Captain Eng-

lish worked night and day until his efforts 
were rewarded. When the building was 
completed, and the department had been 
comfortably housed, he made every effort 
to resign. 

As soon as his intentions became known, 
a petition was circulated among the mem- 
bers of the entire police department, ask- 
ing him to remain on the board. 

This petition was followed by one signed 
by hundreds of citizens, and then the city 
council asked him to remain. The petitions 
and requests came thick and fact, and were 
So pressing that Captain English recon- 
sidered and consented to remain on the 
board. During his term of office he has 
made a study of the police department, and 
has never allowed an opportunity to im- 
prove it to pass. 

He has investigated the workings of the 
departments in many of the largest cities 
in the country, and has made an effort 
not only to have Atianta’s force equal to 
them, but superior in every respect. 


THESE ARE GOOD RECORDS. 


Sketches of the Men Who Were Pro- 
moted by the Board Yesterday. 

Many of the men most affected by the 
changes made have remarkable records. 
This can be said of several who were drop- 
ped lower on the list. The men promoted 
have given the city long and faithful ser- 
vice, and so have some of them who were 
forced to step down. 

Captain Henry Jennings, who will as- 
sume the duties of that office tomorrow 
night, has been on the force for eight 
years. For four years he has been a ser- 
geant. He made a good record both as a 
patrolman and as a sergeant. He was 
selected by Chief Connolly to go to Chicago 
for Harry Hill, just after he was arrested 
in that city. 

He went and made a hard fight for the 
return of Hill. He succeeded, and for 
twenty-four hours he went without sleeping 
for an instant. He brought Hill back with- 
out trouble, after the courts decided in 
favor of his requisition. 

Here Is Sergeant Mike White. 

The man with the longest record and the 
most daring one is Sergeant Mike White. 
He has been on the force for twenty-four 
years, and during that time has had a re- 
markable career. He was elected to the 
force in 1870, and then began his record. He 
was one of the men who had several des- 
perate battles with Wiley Redding, who 
was in those days one of the most notori- 
ous desperadoes in the south. 

Several years after he was elected he had 
a desperate encounter with a man named 
McMahon. The fight took place on Marietta 
street, and the officer was shot twice. His 
next injury was caused by his horse fall- 
ing through a bridge with him on Castle- 
berry street, near the terra cotta works. 
He was after a criminal, and was dashing 
across the bridge when it gave way, and 
he and his horse went through. His arm 
was broken, and he was internally injured. 
In 1882 he arrested Spurge Silvey, a sporting 
man, and had started to the police station 
with him. Silvey slipped a long knife from 
his pocket and sank it deep into the officer’s 
thigh. 

He came near bleeding to death, and 
for months his life was despaired of. His 
remarkable nerve and an excellent consti- 
tution saved his life, and he is now one 
of the most powerful men in the depart- 
ment. 

Captain Manly’s Record. 

In 1886 Captain Manly was elected a pa- 
trolman, and served as such until the 
mounted force was organized. When this 
was done, it became necessary to have an 
additional sergeant, and he was elected to 
fill the office. His record as a sergeant was 
as perfect as the one he made as a pa- 
trolman, and nine years ago he was pro- 
moted to the office of captain. 

If such a thing is possibile, his record as 
a captain was better than the ones made in

2.—To 1% 
pints pure buckwheat flour add % pint 
each of wheat flour and Indian meal, 3 
heaping teaspoonfuls Royal Baking Pow- 
der, 1 teaspoonful salt, 1 teaspoonful brown 
sugar or molasses. Sift well together in 
dry state, buckwheat, Indian meal, wheat 
flour and baking powder. then add re- 
mainder; when ready to bake add 1 pint 
water or sufficient to form smooth batter 
that will run in a stream (not too thin) 
from pitcher; make griddie hot and cakes 
large as a saucer.

vice. He has made a remarkable officer, 
and there was sever any question as to 
his re-election. 

Was Made a Sergeant. 

Captain Thompson, who was defeated 
and given the position of sergeant, has been 
connected with the force for ten years. 
Five years ago he was promoted from the 
position of sergeant to that of captain. He 
made a good record, and the change made 
yesterday was a surprise. 

One of the longest records made by any 
man in the department is that of Sergeant 
Poole, who, after tomorrow night, will be 
@ patrolman. 

He has been on the police force for 
twenty-one years, and during that time has 
never had a charge of any kind made 
against him. Six years ago, while he was 
a patrolman, he was on duty on Whitehall 
street. He went to the rear of Kuhrt’s to- 
bacco store, at the railroad crossing, and 
found two men attempting to enter it. The 
men proved to be ‘tom Davis and Bill 
Morris,’ two notorious desperadoes. He 
arrested both men and held them until 
assistance arrived. Davis was wanted for 
murder and Morris for arson. Both men 
were given life sentences. 

Sergeant Brenning is one of the old- 
timers of the force. He began his career 
fourteen years ago, and for four years and 
three months he has been a sergeant. 

Sergeant Ozburn, who, like Sergeant 
Poole, was reduced to the ranks, has been 
connected with the force since 1887, and has 
been a sergeant for six years. His record 
has been a good one. 

Patrolman Ball, who will in a few hours 
be a sergeant, has been a policeman since 
1888. His record is an excellent one, and 
his promotion was predicted some time 
ago. He has frequently been detailed to 
act as sergeant. 

What Chief Connolly Has Done. 

Chief Connolly became a member of the 
police force in 1875, when Judge Jim Ander- 
s0n was the chief. In 1881 he was elected 
chief of police to succeed General Tige 
Anderson. At that time he was a captain, 
and was just twenty-seven years of age. 
At that time there were a dozen gambling 
rooms in the city, and all of them were 
run with open doors. 

The new chief was told to close them, 
and in a week he had raided and closed 
them all. Since then he has made a de- 
termined fight against the gaming fratern- 
ity, and has never allowed an open gaming 
house to exist. % 

During this administration there have 
been many permanent improvements made 
in the general government of the depart- 
ment. As the city has grown, the depart- 
ment has advanced with it, and much of 
its up-to-dateness is due to his efforts and 
skill, 

Assistant Chief Wright. 

Assistant Chief Wright, who has charge 
of the detective force, has been in the 
department for fifteen years. He was sta- 
tion house keeper for two years, and 
served for four years. Three years ago he 
was elected chief of the detective depart- 
ment, and has since held that position. 


The Detective Department. 


The detective department will probably 
be reorganized today. All of the detec- 
tives now on duty have been elected as 
common patrolmen. 

Chief Connolly and Chief Wright will 
confer today and assign the men to duty. 
It is the understanding now that Detec- 
tives Green, Bedford, Looney and Hol- 
comp will be put on as patrolmen again. 
Other patrolmen will be appointed to the 
detective department. 

It is stated also that Chairman Johnson 
will take a hand in the reorganization of 
the detective department and that all the 
present force will be retained. 


HE WAS NOT A CANDIDATE. 


Colonel Park Woodward Was Never 
in the Race for Chief of Police. 

Colonel Park Woodward has been repeat- 
edly spoken of im connection with the posi- 
tion of chief of police, but has at no time 
been a candidate for the place. He has

has persistently declined to allow the use 
of his name. 

Some weeks ago he wrote a card, which 
was published in the local papers, stating 
most emphatically that he was not a can- 
didate and would not be. He stated fur- 
ther that he could not be induced to accept 
the position at the present salary, and that 
the pay of the chief would have to be large- 
ly increased before he would allow the 
use of his name before the board.

SIGNED BY MANY OF OUR CITIZENS. 


It Refers to Matters Relating to the 
Contract for City Lighting, 
Soon to Be Considered. 


“To the Honorable Mayor and General 
Council of the City of Atlanta: 

“Whereas, The street lighting contract 
between the city of Atlanta and the Geor- 
gia Electric Light Company expires on 
July 1, 1895; and, 

“Whereas, The Georgia Electric Light 
Company has made a proposition to the 
city through its electric hght committee 
that it will renew said contract— 

‘l. For one year ac the present prices, 

‘2. For five years at a reduction of 
per cent from the present prices. : 

“3. For ten years at a reduction of 16 
per cent from the present prices; and, 

“Whereas, In connection with either the 
five or ten-year proposal, if accepted, the 
Georgia Electric Light Company agrees to 
reduce its prices for commercial] lighting 25 
per cent; and, 

“Whereas, The said company further 
agrees in connection with either the five or 
ten-year proposition, that the price shall be 
submitted to arbitration every two years 
for readjustment, and agrees that the pro- 
visions in the contract for arbitration shall 
provide that the arbitration shall in no 
event increase the price, but shall only be 
for the purpose of determining whether the 
price shall be reduced on account of a pos- 
sible decrease in the cost of manufacture, 
brought about by new inventions, improved 
apparatus, water power or any other cause, 
and that the arbitrators shall fix the price 
at what it actually costs the Georgia Elec- 
tric Light Company at the time of arbitra- 
tion, or at what the arbitrators may think 
it should cost, taking into consideration at 
the time the prices of electrical machinery 
and appliances, and all improved methods 
of lighting cities by electricity, including 
the cost of making lights by water power 
or any other method then known; and, 

“Whereas, No better offer has been 
made, nor any other responsible offer has 
been made for lighting the city; and, 

“Whereas, The acceptance of either the 
five or ten-year proposition of the Georgia 
Electric Light Company would enable the 
city to at once provide for its citizens a 
large number of new lights, which are sad- 
ly needed in this exposition year, and 
which can be secured in no other way, be- 
cause the amount set apart by the city 
council for lighting purposes is not suffi- 
cient to provide dny new lights at present 
prices; and, 

“Whereas, The only opposition to a five 
or ten-year contract with the Georgia Elec- 
tric Light Company comes from interested 
parties, who say they intend to build an 
electric light and power plant on the Chat- 
tahoochee river sonie time in the future, 
though as yet they have been unable to 
make any offer at all, or show that they 
can or will propose to furnish the lights to 
the city on any terms whatever; and, 

“‘Whereag, To accept either the five or 
ten-year proposition of the Georgia Electric 
Light Company would immediately effect 
a saving to the city and its citizens«f from 
$18,000 to $20,000 per annum, and, therefore, 
each day’s delay is costing the city and its 
citizens from $50 to $5 daily; and, 

‘“‘Whereas, The city has already lost a 
large sum of money by the delay in closing 
with the Georgia Electric Light Company, 
caused by its granting requests for delay 
by the river parties and by — to ad- 
vertise for bids. an advertisement for such 
bids appearing daily in The Atlanta Jour- 
nal; and, 

“Whereas, The Georgia Electric Light 
Company fully meets and destroys the ar- 
gument of the promoters of the river 
scheme that ‘electricity is in its infancy,’ 
and that by the great developments and 
inventions which, according to them, are 
siortly to come, the cost of manufacturing 
these lights will be greatly reduced in the 
near future, by its offer contained in its 
proposition to submit the price to arbitra- 
tion for readjustment, on the basis of these 
inventicns and improvements whenever 
they come, thus giving the city the full 
benefit of any possible decreased cost in the 
production of lights in the future during 
the term of the proposed contract with the 
Georgia Electric Light Company; and, 

“Whereas, Past experience has shown 
that the Georgia Electric Light Company 
is disposed to treat the city with honesty 
and fairness, and is therefore entiNed to 
enccuragement and assistance in building 
up its business; and, 

“Whereas, The said company has made 

an investment of $750,000 in cash within the 
city limits to furnish electric lights and 
power for the city of Atlanta, and has 
done this upon invitation of the city, and 
is Pesala entitled to fair treatment; 
and, 
“Whereas, The present company is ren- 
dering a first-class service and is disposed 
to aaa prices as fast as it can and live; 
and, 

‘Whereas, The present company is able 
and willing to furnish all the lights and all 
the power that it can sell at reasonable 
prices, and is fully able to meet all the de- 
mands for power and lights in this city and 
vicinity, and a duplication of its plant and 
equipment by any other company would 
certainly cause the bankruptcy of one and 
possibly of both companies; and, 

“Whereas, The quality of service fur- 
nished by the Georgia Electric Light Com- 
pany has met with the commendation. of 
the city officials, and is admitted to be 
first-class; and, 

“Whereas, The present company having 
been the first in the fleld, is fairly entitled 
to the business of the city as long as it 
does its duty and is willing to place itself 
under proper restrictions; and, 

‘‘Whereas, It is of vital importance to the 
city of Atlanta to insure to capital already 
secured and invested as continuous em- 
ployment as possible; and, 

‘‘Whereas, The Georgia Electric Light 
Company has invested $750,000 in cash with- 
in the city limits, has never earned nor 
paid a dividend, cannot get as much busi- 
ness as it wants, has furnished the street 
lights for years at reasonable prices and 
offers a substantial reduction from the 
preent prices for a five or ten-year renewal 
of its contract. 

“Therefore, We respectfully petition and 
urge the city council to accept either the 
five or ten-year proposition of the Georgia 
Electric Light Company and close the trade 
with said company on either the five or 
ten-year proposition immediately.”’

The following is the itemized statement 
from the bureau: 

Mean or normal temperature, 62 degrees; 
The warmest April was that of 1882, with 
an average of 65. The coldest April was that 
of 1884, with an average of 58. .The highest 
temperature during any April was 8 de- 
grees, on the 12th, 1887, antl the 2th, 1894. 
The lowest temperature during any April 
was 2 degrees on 2d, 1881, Average date 
on which last ‘“‘killing’’ frost occurred (in 
spring), March 24th. 

Precipitation. 

Average for the month, 3.62 inches. Aver- 
age number of days with .01 of an inch or 
more, 10. The greatest monthly precipitation 
was 8.20 inches in 1883. The least monthly 
precipitation was 1,31 inches in 1885. The 
greatest amount of precipitation recorded 
in any twenty-four consecutive hours was 
8.76 inches on the 14th and 15th, 1884, 

Clouds and Weather. 

Average number of cloudless days, 12; 
average number of partly cloudy days, 11; 
average number of cloudy days, 7. 

Wind. 

The prevailing winds have been from the 
northwest, The highest velocity of the wind 
during any April was forty-eight miles on 
the 14th, 1892.

Mrs. Fannie Curtright Wants a Complete 
Divorce from Her Husband. 


THE CASE WAS HEARD YESTERDAY 


The Jury Failed to Agree and Was Dis- 
missed by the Judge—The Details 
of the Oase. 


Mrs. Fanny W. Curtwright appeared 
in the Fulton superior court yesterday in 
her suit for a total divorce from her hus- 
band, F. W. Curtwright. 

The case was proceeded with by the 
court for several hours and finally given 
to the jury, who, however, were unable to 
reach a verdict, and were dismissed by 
Judge Lumpkin. 

The cause of the inability of the jury to 
agree was stated by the foreman to be 
that they could not decide whether or not 
to give the petitioner a partial or total di- 
vorce, and upon his statement that there 
was no likelihood of a verdict being reach- 
ed, the court allowed the matter to go 
over until Monday without declaring a 
mistrial, on the request of the plaintiff's 
attorneys. 

Mrs. Curtwright charges her husband 
with being a habitual drunkard and with 
treating her in such_a manner that she 
found it impossible to live with him. 

She alleges that she was married to F. 
W. Curtwright on December 15, 1885, and 
that herself and her husband lived to- 
W. Curtwright on December 16, 1885, and 
in the meantime, having performed all of 
the duties of a faithful and affectionate 
wife, but during that time her husband's 
conduct had become so reproachable, das- 
tardly and vicious that her patience and 
forbearance had become exhausted. When , 
it became manifest to her that it was im- 
possible to live longer with her husband 
happily, or even peaceably, she finally 
separated from him on the above date and 
continues to at this time. 

Mrs. Curtright alleged as a reason for 
her petition for a total divorce being 
granted, that her husband is a habitual 
drunkard, notwithstanding the fact that 
those who meet him casually in a business 
way regard him as a sober and industrious 
man, alleging that after business hours 
are over his invariable habit and custom 
was to get drunk. She also charged that 
her husband wasted all his earnings on 
drink, and by so doing, put upon her the 
entire burden of sustaining the family 
and meeting the current expenses. 

Another cause of her petition was that 
her husband at divers times applied vul- 
gar and abusive and insulting epithets to 
her; that he took pains to watch her 
movements and by his conduct suggesting 
and insinuating that she was untrue to 
him, and that he had reached the stage 
in his unmanly conduct that he did not 
hesitate to strike her, and that a short 
time previous to the separation he did 
strike her a violent blow with a stick. 
Mrs. Curtwright filed a schedule of her 
property which showed that she was worth 
$15,000, and claimed that her husband 
seemed bent upon getting possession of it. 
She says that she has paid $4,500 of her 
husband’s personal obligations and that 
he continually demanded more, and has 
threatened her life upon her refusal to 
accede to his demands. 

The issue of the apparently unhappy mar- 
riage was one son, now seven years of 
age, which Mrs. Curtwright prays may 
be turned over to her care, alleging that 
the boy’s father is an unfit person to raise 
him.

New York, March 29.—Speculation at the 
stock exchange opened rather weak, Sugar, 
Reading and Jersey Central scoring dc- 
clines of %@% per cent.

Hubbard Bros. & Co’s. Cotton Letter. 

New York, March 29.—Summary of Hub- 
bard Bros. & Co.’s cotton letter: The feat- 
ure of the market today is the apparent 
elimination of the short interest from the 
market, except that which may unfortu- 
nately be concentrated in May, and under 
the pressure of heavy receipts the distant 
deliveries of this crop and of the growing 
crop have weakened below last evening § 
quotations. The position of May is an in- 
teresting one ahd can only be solved by de- 
hvery of the cotton or the covering of the 
short interest, The feeling in the market 
as a result of the increase in the receipts 
and of the fine weather throughout the cot- 
ton belt is more bearish than since the ad- 
vance culminated at 6.36 for August, but 
there is little or no disposition to act upon 
this temper and the market is quiet, with 
small transactions. A quiet closing with 
some little demand for May for European 
account, but without any material change 
in prices, is the record of the day. Re- 
ceipts at the interior towns are very large 
and the movement this week will again 
surpass the movement of 1892. 


Riordan & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, March 29.—(Special.)—The Liv- 
erpool report today was without signifi- 
cance and the trading here was rather dull 
and absolutely featureless, excepting the 
continued stiffening in the price of May de- 
liveries as compared with the rest of the 
list.

Out of the strongest and best pitch- 
ers many times to face the Clevelands, and 
yet @ pair of kids in a minor league kept 
them from hitting but twice more than the 
Atlantas hit Sullivan, the pitcher of fame. 

Most people would draw the conclusion 
from that that the Atlantas are no smal! 
hitters themselves. 

There was a large crowd present when 
the game opened, the grand stand being 
Well filled with ladies. The seats over 
which there is no cover had little room left 
for more, while the walks from the gates 
to the grand stand were crowded with peo- 
ple.

HIS HEALTH 


IS FAST — FAILING 


And He Is a Much Changed Man—The Un- 
usual Incident of a Man Finding 
Himself Guilty. 


District Attorney James has just written 
a letter in behalf of Jim Latham, who is 
now a prisoner in the Ohio penitentiary. 

Latham was convicted about seventeen 
months ago for counterfeiting, and was 
sentenced for a term of two years. His 
health during the term of his imprison- 
ment has declined considerably, and his 
friends have been very gravely concerned 
in regard to his condition. 

A few years ago, Jim Latham stood well 
in the community, and his reputation was 
as fair as that of any man in the city. 
He acquired the dangerous art, however, 
and his fall was rapid. 

Latham is now a changed man in every 
respect. His friends are loyal to him, and 
they all say that a better hearted man 
never lived. 

Three months will be gained by the pris- 
oner if released. 

Found Himself Guilty. 

An incident happened in the United States 
court yesterday morning that has never be- 
fore occurred in any criminal court in the 
world. 

It is something new under the sun, and 


Atlanta gets the credit for it. 

Foreman J. J. Martin, after coming into 
the courtroom yesterday morning at the 
head of a column of jurors, who had just 
agreed upon the fate of a poor moonshiner, 
placed in the hands of the district attorney 
a verdict that convicted himself of the 
charge brought against the prisoner. 

It read thus: ‘‘We, the jury, find the de- 
fendant, J. J. Martin, guilty.’ 

As soon as the meaning of these mystic 
symbols fell upon the courtroom, there was 
a loud explosion of laughter at the expense 
of the foreman, who stood in the speechless 
image of a stone wall. It finally dawned 
upon him, however, that he had signed his 
name in the wrong place, and, as soon as 
he realized the joke, a broad smile crept 
over his face in publication of the fact 
that he had caught on. 

Instead of writing his name on the blank 
line for the foreman’s signature, he inserted 
it in the blank for the prisoner’s name, 
and failed to sign it as foreman of the jury. 

It was, of course, a harmless mistake, 
but if the same thing had happened a little 
ways back, instead of in the present age 
of purified and illuminated justice, there is 
no telling the pit into which the unfortun- 
ate victim might have fallen. As it was, 
Judge Newman was graciously disposed, 
and granted him the court’s indulgence to 
retire to the jury room and purge himself 
of the offense of moonshining. 

This he did, and in a few minutes he 
returned a verdict restoring the moonshiner 
to his privilege of serving for a brief season 
in the Fulton county jail. Martin was at 
one time a bailiff in the United States 
court.
